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ABSTRACT 



A printing system includes an ink dispenser configured to 
dispense ink upon a print medium, a condenser configured to 
condense vapor into a condensate and a receptacle configured 
to collect the condensate. The receptacle is perforated to 
permit a portion of the condensate to evaporate. 
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
